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GREETINGS... from the Chairman of the Board. Spring brings the latest roundup of eoin board developments, as 
well as a new list of boards for sale. In a related matter my book on Whitman eoin folders and albums 1940-78 will 
be going to layout in April, and I hope to have it in print by late summer. This is Volume Three in a series 
documenting coin album publishers and their product lines, and it will likely be my biggest book yet. 

MACEET AGTIVITT This was a particularly active quarter for coin board listings. Most were fairly routine 
offers of common boards over a variety of grades, but there were a few standouts. Oberwise boards rarely attract 
aggressive bidding, but one seller’s offering of several scarcer titles brought impressive prices. The best of these 
was an example of 0250Ck for Standing Liberty Quarters I graded F-VF that brought well over catalog value at 
$92. This easily can happen when two buyers both lack a particular title. It was one of several boards from that 
seller featuring the vendor stamp of Sioux City Stationery Co. (see page 3). I bid on all of them for resale but was 
successful only on the Early Nickel board. Interestingly, the seller is located in Sioux City, too. 

There were several Lincoln Printing and Oberwise boards that would have made nice additions to one’s 
collection, but their inclusion of many coins pushed the prices realized well above that of the boards alone. A seller 
in Washington State listed two large lots of coin boards, one of which included a very choice example of Kent 
Company’s Second Edition Lincoln Cent board, but with so many coins the lot brought over $1000. Many times 
I’ve bought coin-filled boards when the price was right, but there’s a lot of work involved in carefully removing the 
coins and then unloading them. Reluctantly, I had to pass this time. Let’s just hope that the new owners of these 
two lots appreciate that the boards are of value in and of themselves and don’t trash them while removing the coins. 


SPEEAGING TEE GGSPEE Fellow coin board and album collector Donald Kocken has been featured in Coin 
Board News several times, and now he’s sharing his collecting experience in a charming little book. Titled 
Collecting Vintage Coin Boards, Albums, and Folders, it is 49 pages spiral bound and illustrated in full color. 
While all of these items will be featured in greater detail in later volumes of my own book series, this guide serves 
as a great introduction to what’s out there to collect. Don’s book is priced at just $10, plus $4.40 for shipping and 
handling.

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I cannol find in> inrormation on how many difTcrcnl lypcs offolders were made, but I have 14 dilTcrenl 
types starting with the penny up to the quarters. Handle the folders very carefully, especially where 
the portholes are. when empty, because it does not take much to puncture a hole in it. The folders seem 
to be very easy to find. There is a possibility of more to exist. 

I have a folder that is different from the rest. It is a Lincoln Penny Folder from 1909 to 1929-D. and ii 
states at the bottom of the page [When this album is filled in with tlie correct S9 Lincoln Pennies ns 
described under each space, we will pay you $89.00 for tlic completed album. Mail the completed 
Lincoln Penny Album to: THE NEW ENGLAND MERCHANTS NATIONAL BANK OF BO$rON. 
AGENT Market StrecL Brighton 3$. Massachusetts.] Inside of the folder there is a separate piece of 
white paper primed with a typewriter stating (TOE LINCOLN PENNY ALBUM YOU HAVE JUST 
PURCHASED FOR $1.00 IS WORTH BETWEEN $89. AND $150. WHI-N PROPERLY 
COMPLETED. VALUE DEPENDS UPON TOE CONDITION OF TOE COIN. AS DETCRMINED 
BY TOE BANK'S NUMISMATIC EXPERT. WHEN YOU RETURN THIS ALBUM TO THE NEW 
ENGLAND MERCHANTS NATIONAL BANK OF BOSTON. MENTION TOE NAME SPENCER 
GIFTS. SINCERELY. CONCORD CRAFTSMAN. BRIGHTON. MASSACHUSETTS. 
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FORT HAMILTON PUBLISHING CO. 1960-1961? Published at 1538 Sunset Drive. 
Hamilton. Ohio. I did extensive research on the owner, but could not End out anything about him. The 
home existing with that address was built in 1949 and has since had many building additions. I talked 
with the Chamber of Commerce in Hamilton. Ohio and they never heard of the business. They referred 
me to call the Butler County Historical Society in Hamilton. Ohio. I talked with them over the phone 
on four different occasions during two months. During that time period, they did research and found 
one folder on display, but no information at all. I also talked to several printing companies in the area 
that have been in business for over 40 years and they have not heard of this company, but suggested 
that back in the 1950's and the I960's. it was very common for people to set up a small printing shop 
in their home and create their own folders. According to the Hamilton public records in 2017. the 
property at 1538 Sunset Drive. Hamilton. Ohio is a home that is 1700 sq.ft m size. 



The Folders are very simitar to Whitman Blue Folder made of heavy cardstock. The folder opens Rat 
to display the entire collection at once with portholes to tip the coin on an angle and push down and 
lock them in. It then closes back to book size for easy storage. 
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BCer UPDATES Despite a great many eBay listings this quarter, there were no new diseoveries that merit 
addition to my book. A possible exeeption is shown on the next page, but the jury is still out on this one. 































MySTCCy EINDCC A couple months ago, while doing my daily eBay searches, I spotted the item below that 
had just been listed. Though the BIN price seemed high, the old rule of “buy it when you see it, or you’ll never see 
it again” kieked in and made me bite. It’s a large, heavyweight ring binder with a riehly grained texture and the 
words UNITED STATES COINS printed on the front eover. Two eommon Whitman Seeond Edition boards dated 
1938 are ineluded, these being punehed four times eaeh for mounting. The boards are in absolutely pristine 
eondition, aside from one partially damaged opening in the eent board. It’s doubtful that this was a Publisher-made 
produet from Whitman, but it is elearly of the period and quite interesting. 




ON THE CCAE AGAIN Unless we’re all quarantined by a Covid-19 pandemie. I’ll be at the Central States 
Numismatie Soeiety eonvention April 22-25. I’m getting my eoin show assignments later than was the ease in the 
past, so the June 4-6 Long Beaeh Expo and the June 18-20 Whitman Baltimore Expo are both likely but 
uneonfirmed.
